transformers themselves are not given, but i expect they are in 

the same range, low 100+ at best. in light of Q factors i have 
seen listed for later inductors this seems rather poor. i would 
think it would be easy to achieve Qs somewhere 200-300 range 
without much trouble. so why are these BC-348 inductors so 

much lower? is it because of the waxy goop they're coated with? 

i don't think the form itself is a major cause, after all the "loopstick"

A while back, I checked the selectivity of my BC-348Q. The bandwidth 
measured 3.5KC at -6db, 7.7KC at -20dB, and 16.3KC at -40dB. Not too bad 
for a simple IF system. I did not check the Q of any of the IF cans 
themselves. Someone here on BA had some BC348 IF cans - maybe they could 
run some tests. (With the xtal switched on the BW was .2, 1.5, and 5.7 
resp.). Considering what the BC-348 was designed for, this is 

probably pretty reasonable selectivity. 


Somewhere I read that in "early" slug tuned IF's, the core material was 
not the greatest. So that, the wire guage, and the amount of coupling, 
all affected the Q.

Hi! 

Good ol' co-ax cable--better known in the days of yore as "concentric 
feeder." Bell rightly gets the credit but it wasn't TV that *directlyx 
drove the development but rather something TV is a hog of: bandwidth! 
Dear old AT&T could (and did, and I do believe still does) cram a xhugex 
number of "carrier" circuits into one co-ax, far more than the standard 
Telco (or Post Office, if you're on the other side of The Water) paix can 
carry. 

Based on indirect evidence, Andrew Emmerson's dates for commercial use 
sound about right to me, though experimental work in the US would have 
going strong, as the US electronic-TV battles started heating up after 
'35. As late as the '40s, though, RCA and AT&T were looking at 
*xseriouslyx loaded & EQ'd phone pairs for short-haul video service in and 
around NYC. (Yes, you *canx squeeze 525-line monochrome sigs through 
them--not very pretty but workable with a xlot* of work). 


In amateur service, co-ax joins pi-net outputs on the list of things 
that became xcommonplacex after WW II but were far from unheard-of before 
it; see ads in '37 QSTs (Vol. XXI No. 5, May, 1937 p72 is a good example) 
from Basset Research Corporation, offering "100% flexible Basset 
Concentric Feeder." No connectors, the antenna end has a molded adaptor 
with a couple of wires. Basset doesn't give Zo in the ad, though the part 
number, BCF-50, may imply 50OR. 

Ox for low-loss homebrew, how about QST for Feb, '38 (Vol. XXII, No. 2), 
p19: "Inexpensive Coaxial R.F. Transmission Line," in which the writer 
describes 72-75R line built for about a dime a foot using brass tubing and 
Isolantite beads (sold for the purpose!), with 90-degree bends made of 
thick brass stock and parts of an automotive spark plug for the end 
connectors! Pressurized with dry air, too. Mention is made of 
commercially-made co-ax: "...Drawback...was cost. ...250 feet...cost 
$250." (D. A. Smith, W2BZR, op. cit.). 

So the stuff was around and available by '37. That's a short trip 
from lab to market! 


What wartime needs did was drive development of affordable, rugged 
co-ax xand*x suitable connectors (though W2BZR's approach lives on in many 
AM BC applications) ,* making the stuff useful for folks who lacked 
Mr. Smith's time and resources (worked at Cardwell, had contacts at Bell 
Labs!). 


Of minor interest, the first AM/BC installation Collins did using coax 
is just a ways up the road from me, Purdue's WBAA in West Lafayette, IN. 
The small lines (used for RF samples to check the directional pattern) 
were all made of 1/2" or so copper water pipe, with Isolantite spacers 
+c, very much like the '38 QST description. (Installation is barely 


postwar AFAIK). The old rig was still there, last I heard, but just as a 
standby, and the antenna array and lines have all been redone. 


There are some very odd approaches in between open-wire-pair feeders 
and coax; in ‘41, RCA was pushing "six-wire," four at ground around a 
close-spaced center pair; "five-wire," sort of skeleton co-ax, was also 
used. Hams used four-wire (two pairs at 90 degrees on the same axis) for 
some matching applications, just as paralleled co-ax is sometimes used 
today. 

And of course, after co-ax comes waveguide, co-ax with no center (sort 
of and pardon the oversimplification) --but does anyone remember the late 
40's/early 50's innovation, "G-line?" It's co-ax with no outer! 
Funnel-shaped "launchers" and "collectors" couple it to co-ax at each end. 
Limited to VHF and up for practical designs, it doesn't seem to have 
caught on.... <grin> 


x For another sort of connector, peek over the shoulder of a CATV line 
tech working on a device hooked to trunk or feeder co-ax: it very nearly 
isn't, just a compression fitting on the box to grab the outer, while the 
inner is clamped in a block by a setscrew--the block makes transition to 
stripline. Works fine through 500-some mc/s, at least ‘til the 
(aluminium) outer pulls out of the fitting while the (copper) center stays 
put, at which point we hear ‘em all over the band!

Ray: I also had that problem with my old KWM-2 and found two sources for 
the problem. The first was simple, intermittant at speaker RCA jack, the 
other was associated with the relays. Incidently, the relay switching system 
of these units is 

not up to the Collins standard. In fact it was downright stupid. For 
instance the hot switching of 285 volts from the receiver to the transmit 


section is a case in point. It does not take long befor these contacts burn 
up. I replaced most of the relays with small reed types and the B+ relay 
with a small and simple solid state switch. End of all troubles with relays 
and much quieter operation. You could barely hear the switch over, an almost 
inaudable click replaced the loud obtrusive clack from the old relays. Also 
the reliability was much enhanced. Of course its not standard but I guarantee 
that you will love the unit after the conversion.
